Engineering states that although last year 
‘waa comparatively froc from trade dis- 
putes,’ tho aggregate duration of atrikos 
and lockouta was 3,785,000 working days. 
Thistotal, though higher then the corres- 

onting figures for the previous year, 1899 
2,616,416 working days), ia considerably 
tesa thnn the average for the soven years, 
1803-9, which was 11,103,790 working 
days; and ‘this result was mainly duo’ 
tu the absence of -any goneral dispute 
of a prolonged character. Apart’ from 
any extended dispute, an average of about:
